A Year of Successes and... 

The college year is spiraling rapidly to an end. 
Course work is mounting as "Dead" Week and 
exams approach. Participation and consistent pro- 
ductivity diminishes as clubs and publications near 
their last meetings or deadlines. 

In the face of all this, many organizations con- 
tinue to perform successfully their special offerings 
to the College Mortar Board's very appealing 
College Bowl activities were completed April 14 
in an exciting joust between Willard and Marshall. 

Also venturing into new fields with considerable 
success is the Student Government Speakers Com- 
mittee. April 20 not only marked the date of the 
first Negro integrationist speaker to appear be- 
fore the MWC student body, but it also marked the 
date of the initiation of the SGA Speakers Com- 
mittee program. 

Another organization has recently attempted 
something new, an organization much closer to 
"our" hearts - THE BULLET. During the months 
of Febrary and March, THE BULLET appeared 
before the student body, faculty, and administra- 
tion every Monday. Previously a bi-monthly per- 
iodical, THE BULLET has experimented with op- 
erating on a weekly basis and has found the ex- 
periment worthwhile. The results include increased 
encouragement and response from the 
campus, more efficient and professional coverage 
of news, better service for our advertisers, and 
up-to-date presentation of facts and events. Also 
included in this experiment's results were (and still 
are) self- incurred debt due to the doubled number 
of BULLET publication dates, diminished ener- 
gy and grade point averages of the members of 
the staff, discouragement due to lack of response 
to THE BULLET subscription campaign for grad- 
uates and non-College readers, and continued dis- 
regard by the administration of THE BULLET'S 
requests to be re-located in a central spot in the 
"student union building" (A. C. Lee) instead of the 
present obscure, removed "hole" in the far base- 
ment of Monroe Hall. 

It is essential that a college newspaper office 
be within constant reach and eyesight of the stu- 
dents, faculty, and administration of that college 
if that college truly expects the newspaper office 
to be efficient in gathering its news, serving as a 
communications center, and/or being available to 
its staff for information concerning deadlines and 
advertising. Yet THE BULLET, whose staff this 
year has endeavored to increase its services to this 
college, continues to be located in the farthest re- 
moved office on campus. A college newspaper of- 
fice should be the center of daily campus informa- 
tion, a coordinator of events and always at the 
pulse of action. Yet in the hard-to-find, out-of- 
the-way location which THE BULLET now oc- 
cupies, that office is the center of no action but 
the lunchtime poker-games and telephone con- 
versations of the Mary Washington College main- 
tenance crew. The filing equipment is inadequate, 
the desks and door have no locks, and the room is 
shared on Tuesday nights with a weekly campus 
religious group. 

Interest is needed from every element of this 
campus. From the faculty: support for THE BUL- 
LET'S requests, and constant information to aid the 
newspaper's quality; from the students: reporters, 
secretaries, delivery girls, advertising solicitors, 
typists, poll- takers, bookkeepers, photographers, 
copy-readers, artists, and readers; and from the 
administration: a real effort to lessen the dif- 
ficulty of operating the newspaper organization, 
an earnest concern over the newspaper's goals, 
and fewer discourses on who should be more re- 
sponsible to whom. THE BULLET proposes to be 
alotted either the ICA, YWCA, or the C-Shoppe 
office, or the cloak room on the main floor of 
Lee. 

This is not a question of personal interests, but 
ultimately of the College interests. This is not a 
question of "apathy" but of un-directed concern. 
Will this year end with the consolation that it's 
over or that next year will be better ?

Those notorious "Winds of 
Change" have swept through 
MWC's Department of English, 
leaving behind a situation which 
now needs more changing. The 
structure of the first two years of 
required English courses has 
been completely revamped, 
marking the untimely demise of 
survey courses in American and 
English Literature. Freshmen 
will now take the standard Com- 
position and Reading Course for 
the first semester only; second- 
semester freshmen will choose 
from the 200-level courses of 
Children's Literature, Short Fic- 
tion. The Novel, Poetry, Shake- 
speare, and Tragedy. Sopho- 
mores may take any of the 200- 
level or 300-level courses. Both 
years will place special emphasis 
on theme writing. 

The new changes were first re- 
quested by the English Depart- 
ment, and the curriculum com- 
mittee of the faculty granted per- 
mission in February. The 
reasons offered for the innova- 
tions are many. Professors state 
that students have had general 
survey courses in high school, 
and thus collegiate courses are 
repetitious. Another problem is 
achieving adequate depth of study 
due to the quantity of material 
covered. 

Although many of these view- 
points have merit, the faults 
of the new system seem to far 
outweigh those of the present 
structure. The argument con- 
cerning repetition of material ap- 
pears ludicrous after viewing 
course offerings in all other de- 
partments. Courses subject to 
this same criticism are available 
and required in science, mathe- 
matics, history, and languages. 



For students not majoring in 
English, the survey course plays 
a unique role in providing a lib- 
eral arts background in literary 
trends and authors. In this way, a 
student can obtain a basis for fur- 
ther independent study after 
graduation. For the English 
major who is undecided whether 
to concentrate in English or 
American Literature, the survey 
course offers an opportunity 
to get an overall view of these 
fields before specialization. 
Yet, we do not have extensive 
changes in these areas. Survey 
courses on the college level are 
designed to explore with depth 
and criticism significant works 
and ideas in literature. 

One very disturbing fact is that 
no student opinions were sought 
concerning the changes. If cours- 
es are designed for the needs 
and interests of students, cer- 
tainly their suggestions should 
have been considered. Here is 
another example of the all-too- 
apparent fact that at MWC, stu- 
dents are not playing a respon- 
sible role in the evaluation and 
direction of their courses of 
study.
